The staff at community colleges in Virginia have been conducting 
research for a number of years.- The natgre^and scope of investigations 
have. varied consic^erably from college to college, dependent to a cie^ree 
on college size, geographical location, available resources, i,ntejests^ 
of st^ff members, and other factors. Commun ica-t ion of research prc^j-ecffs 
among^ col I eges has been informal for the most part, even though common 
interests have„ been recognized. The purpose of this document is to 
provide'one means of improv'i ng and formalizing ft\e communication of 
research conducted at the 2-3 colleges in the Virginia Community Colleg'e

It is impossible to kno*, however, if the file from, 
which this document has bedn prepared contains all research r'eports which- 
the 2> col leges h,ave conducted. 'Any important omissions that are noted 
should be^brought to the attention o*f the Research and Evaluation Section 
in the Department. It is also recognized that many routine reports done 
at some colleges have not been forwarded to the Department and, therefore, 
are not included in the listings. ^ ' ^ /. . 

This report includes an annotated bibliography. From over 160 
studies, 44 have been chosen for annotation. The selection process was 
a simple one. The writers re\/iewed all of the materials and then agreed' 
on those which (I) wou M seem to have the widest interest,. (2) were 
attempts at program innovation, (3) contained a narrative sectioff on 
findings, and/or (4) reported wel I -des igned studies. It is possible that 
the reviewers' biases may have affected some cho'ices and deletions. 

The types of materials reviewed varied considerably. ^They included 
soph i st icatpd e>^f^er imenta I designs^ casual descriptive studies, routine 
reports, innovative proposals^, and others. Where a series of routing 
reports was identff ie/i,- such as student profiles, only one reference . 
to them was Included.* In addition, some reports did not seem to be in 
the "research" category at all. Some were'omitted, but in m6at cases, - 
the listing has been i nc I us ive, ^ not exclusive.

//"eceived an S grade; *25 percent received a U grade/ 35 percent had an 
R; and^7 percent withdraw. Of 109 (38^) students jih9 took the flrsV/ 
quarter of a credit mathematics cours^e, 84.(29$) bed an average passing 
grade of 2.50.*^ Second and third quarter cred i t' stydelits diminishecj/ 
until only I 0 • percent .of the orTgina'l 286 were enr\jled. These students 
had a^n average passing ^rade* of 2^7©. 

It/wes found that some students remained ,'in developmental mathematics 
for as/jlo?)g as two years. No conclusion on optimum time period was 
reporie'd!. The question^ of th^ need to' complete a specified body, of 
mat^ial remained unanswered. According to the investigator, it appeared 
that the success of students in credit mathematics depended more orf the 
knowledge gained before coming to the college than the training received 
in developmental mathematics at the college.

College. Virginia Westerji Community College. '197-3. 

This series <?f four reports dealt with students ^nd gradijates of 
VWCC, 1971-72. The first report compared respJilJ'nses of the total s^fu^dent 
pppulation to the 1972 graduates .of VWCC. The questions concerned 
evaluating the faculty, teaching, facilities, and overall aspects oT 
the tol lege. Graduates, it was found, rated academic, i nstruct ion, shop- ^ 
laboratory facilities and overall aspects of the college higher than did 
the student populatjon. Social activities were rarely rated superior by 
either group, but there was no way to discern if students desired more 
social activities. . 

The next report examined June 1972 graduates in terms af transfer ^ 
and/or employment. Graduates were found to be very successful in ^ 
transferring and in finding employment. Many graduates accepted ^ 
employment in VWCC's region. 

The third report described the student body at VWCC in terms of age, 
marital status, ethnic background, and father's occu(>Qtional level. The 
author concluded that the "student population at VWCC is distinctly ' 
dif^ferent from the traditional, college student." A student at VWCC tends 
to be older, married, and sel^-supporting^ 

The last report described the graduated by type of degree and 
curriculum, demograph it' character i sti-cs, opinions abou.t* the college', 
and immediate plans. The .324 graduates of 1972 were in five degree 
programs and completed 23 types oip curricula. Men comprised 62 percent 
of the graduatesi Ninety percent were white, and seven percent were 
black; American Indians and 'others made up' the remaining three percent. 
Married students comprised 59 percent of the graduates; single students, 
35 percent; other, six percent. Of the graduates' parents, 75* percent 
had not attended 'college. There was a wide range of father's occupations; 
48 percent of mothers were reported to be housewives. Only three percent 
were unemployed. More than 87 percent of the graduates said they would 
recommend VWCC to friends, relatives and othersT^Op i n ions of the college 
in specific areas were generally high although counseling and social 
activities were not. Over 30 percent of the graduates pl-anned to transfer; 
half were planning to work.

The T-H Index predicted both first 
term' CPA and social studies grades better than any single score. High' 
school grade average predicted first term CPA better than did ACT subtest 
scores. The ACT composite predicted college social studio grades better 
than aid any other- single predictor.

This STudy was conducted to determine whether CGP scores aTe related 
to genera! success in course work and, if so, what relationships exist 
tetween CGP scores and specific letter grades or specific courses.
